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Remarks 


The figures of births and deaths for the week 
ending 23rd September, 1961 shown in this statement 
relate to 235 towns in the States of Andhra 
Pradesh, Assam, Gujarat, Madras, Maharashtra, 
Mysore, Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab, Uttar 
Pradesh Si West Bengal. These towns account 
for a population of 33,720 thousand out of a total 
population of 49,034 thousand in the country in 352 
towns, each having a population of 30,000 and over. 


In 202 towns having a population of 28,154 
thousand in Group I, where registration is compara- 
tively more complete; 21822 births and 6664 death 
were recorded giving a birth rate of 40^3 and a death 
rate of 123 per thousand of population. The rate 8 
registered in the various States are as follows :
